the state departm ent today adopted 
the report which tomorrow it will 
present to the full committee. 
Purchase of Portrait, 
The alleged 
misappropriation oc­ 
curred in connection with the pur­ 
chase of a portrait of Associate Jus­ 
tice Day, former secretary of stale, 
and amounted to $1,600. Only $800 
was paid to Albert Rosenthal, the ar­ 
tist who painted the picture, where­ 
as the committee, during its investi­ 
g a to r traced to a single voucher the 
sum of $2,450, on which were written 
the words "for portrait and frame 
of Ex-Secretary Day.” 
As to Emergency Fund. 
■Neither the President nor the Sec­ 
retary of state, according to the re­ 
port, has the right to pay for por­ 
traits of former secretaries of state 
from the emergency fund from which 
came the money to pay for the por­ 
trait in question.

LOUD ROADS WOULD 
SAVE BILLION DOLLARS 
Between half a billion and a billion 
dollars would be saved annually in 
the United States if every state would 
improve its main highways to the 
highest point of efficiency. 
Calculations just made by the Unit­ 
ed States Office 
of 
Public 
Roads 
show that to effect this enormous sav­ 
ing throughout the country it will 
be necessary to improve only about 
twenty per cent of the roads. 
There are now about 2.150,000 miles 
of road in the United States. Two 
hundred thousand miles, or about 9 
per c^nt, are improved in some man­ 
ner. To bring the number of miles up 
to 20 per cent it will be necessary 
to improve 250,000 more miles. While 
this task may seem stupendous it is 
estimated that it can b# accomplish­ 
ed by a probable averag 
expenditure 
of $7,000 a mile, or $1,750,000,000 for 
a fairly complete system. Were each 
state to put $4,000,000 into the im­ 
provement of its 
roads, 
the 
work 
could be accomplished in 
a 
very 
short time. 
“A complete system of roads,” said 
Logan Waller Page, director of the 
United States Office of Public Roads 
in discussing the road movement that 
is sweeping over the country, “is an 
economic 
necessity. 
A few 
figures 
will illustrate the ^stupendous saving 
that could be made. 
"There are, for 
instance, 
nearly 
half a million automobiles in the Unit 
ed States at the present tim e; their 
value, roughly estimated, is close to 
’hree quarters of a billion dollars. 
There ar- , 
in 
addition, 
21.040,000 
horses and 4.133,000 mules, the num­ 
ber growing steadily despite the ad­ 
vent of motor vehicles. Th* value of 
the horses is about $2,276,363,000. the 
value of the mules, $500,000,000. 
Then take the pleasure vehicles. 
They number 907,000, with a value of 
$51.500,000. Then take the wagons 
used for commercial purposes. They 
number 576,300, the total value being 
$31,480,000. The wear and tear on 
these vehicles as a recult of bad 
roads is nearly twenty-five per cent. 
A complete system of improved high­ 
ways would curt this loss in half. 
“The gr*at saving in transporta­ 
tion of all kind® of products, includ­ 
ing those of the mills as well as those 
of the soB, would amount to many 
millions of dollars annually. In the 


case of the corn crop of the South 
alone, no le ss than $7,200,000 would 
be saved rn transportation 
despite 
the fact that most of the corn there 
is for home consumption. 
"Whenever a new road is built or 
an old one improved the value of the 
nearby land rises automatically. This 
increase in itself is sufficient in most 
cases to pay for the improvement. 
The profit from tho country from this 
source would be almost inestimable. 
In fact it is a very conservative es­ 
tim ate that.the saving throughout the 
country, from all sources, as a re­ 
sult of the- improvement of twenty 
per cent of the roads, would be some­ 
where between half a billion and a 
billion (hollars every year. And this 
saving could be accomplished by an 
expenditure of $2,000,000 in each state 
the first year and a much smaller 
sum each year thereafter for rnaint n 
ance. The whole thing depends, of 
course, upon systematization and all 
ti. 
stat+s working together, but it 
would seem th at the era 
of 
road 
building that has begun is tending to­ 
wards these results.”
